Re: Audit of the Town of Winterport 
February 18, 1945 to February 9, 1946 


Cash: 


All cash recorded as received was found to have been properly 
accounted for and was deposited in the bank, with the exception of 
$5.40 which was on hand. 


Expenditures were made by check from properly authorized 
warrants. 


The cash balance of $12,816.41 reconciled with the amount re- 
ported by the depository bank. 


Accounts Receivable: 


The receivables include $1,600 of special resolves due from the 
state and $16 due from the Town of Monroe for charity supplies. 


Taxes Receivable: 


The 1945 tax commitment was reconciled with the Assessors’ 
records. $40,672.87, or 87.8% of the total assessment of $46,311.50 
charged to the Tax Collector, was represented by cash collections, 
abatements, or discounts; while $5,638.63, or 12.2%, remained un- 
collected. 


A reserve of $483.53 was set up to provide for possible losses on 
collection of taxes receivable. 


The detail of the several years’ uncollected taxes was in agree- 
ment with the respective control accounts. Approximately 15% of 
the uncollected tax accounts were verified by letter. 


Tax Liens: 


The tax liens on file were examined. Payments had apparently 
been properly credited and the detail of uncollected liens was in 
agreement with the control account. 


Tax Acquired Property: 


The amount of $419.35 was realized from the sale of tax acquired 
property during the year and $36.70 was adjusted or charged off, 
leaving a balance of $1,136.88 at February 9, 1946. 


McKenney Fund: 


Cash of $1,352.69 on deposit represents the unused income of 
this fund. The Merrill Trust Company is trustee and the town re- 
ceives the income only. This fund is for worthy poor and is to be 
expended at the discretion of the Selectmen. 


Notes and Bonds Payable: 


Bonds payable of $2,000, representing the entire amount out- 
standing, were retired during the year under examination, 


Notes amounting to $2,000 remain outstanding and are to be re- 
tired in the next two years. 


Surplus: 


An increase of $2,594.21 was noted in the unappropriated sur- 
plus, which was principally due to the retirement of bonds and 
notes by appropriation. 


Trust Funds: 


The trust fund investments were verified and the income was 
properly accounted for. 


General: 


— 


A large percentage of the payrolls and vouchers were checked 
and all so examined appeared to be reasonable and proper charges. 


The excise tax revenue was verified by examination of the Col- 
lector’s copies of receipts issued and the income had been de- 
posited with the Treasurer. 


It was necessary to check the Treasurer’s payments in detail in 
order to prove the cash balance. 


The surety bonds covering the Treasurer and Collector were ex- 
amined and appeared adequate.

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REPORT OF PUBLIC HEALTH NURSE 


1945 


The following is a report of the Public Health Nursing Service 
carried in your town for the year 1945. 

The nurse has made 34 visits to the town. During these visits 
the following nursing visits were made: three to expectant moth- 
ers, 87 to infant and 95 to preschool children. 

In school work 80 nursing visits were made and teachers given 
an opportunity to discuss health program. 

As in previous years crippled children have been kept under 
supervision with home nursing visits and attendance at Crippled 
Children’s Clinics. 

There is much need for immunization programs if the com- 
munity is to be safeguarded against such diseases as smallpox, 
diphtheria, whooping cough and typhoid fever. 

For making plans for health activities for 1946 a well organized 
community Health Committee can do much to improve coopera- 
tion among the several departments responsible for health educa- 
tion, namely: Town Officers, Health Officer, School Personnel and 
the Public Health Nurse. 

Since community participation is essential for a successful 
health program, the chief aim of the nurse for 1946 is committee 
_ organization. Your assistance is vitally needed.

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REPORT OF WINTERPORT VOLUNTEER 
FIRE DEPARTMENT 


During the year ending February 1, 1946, the Fire Department 
was called out on 39 alarms, an average of a fire every nine days 
throughout the year. Of this total, two fires resulted in complete 
losses, and the other 87 fires produced negligible or no damage to 
dwellings. 


Interest in the work of the Fire Department and cooperation 
with it are on the increase, due to three factors: 


First, the town officials have been most cooperative in making 
purchases of equipment needed to increase the efficiency of the 
department. Purchases of both 144-inch and 2%-inch hose have kept 
the truck loaded to its full hose capacity, and fittings have been 
procured to allow the use of both sizes at major fires. Alterations 
in the design of the truck have increased the length of booster hose 
which can be carried, and this extra hose is now in use. A new 
scaling ladder and a new extension ladder, both built for fire de- 
partment use, have replaced older and lighter equipment and in- 
creased the safety for climbing firemen. 


Second, the town is now paying the regular members of the Fire 
Department on a monthly basis for time accumulated during the 
month. Payment is usually made to men who turn out regularly 
for all alarms, but payment is made also to other than regular 
members who do outstanding work at individual fires. 


In the third place, some adverse publicity directed at the de- 
partment has reacted favorably in driving home the fact that an 
organized department actually does exist, and that it is trying to 
accomplish results against handicaps that are, at times, almost im- 
possible to overcome. Once fully appreciated and understood, 
many of the main problems of this strictly volunteer department 
will be overcome by increased aid from the willing citizens of the 
town. 
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With the spirit of cooperation which exists today, the town will 
have an improved Fire Department in the coming year. More 
equipment is needed but at the present time most items are needed 
only to supplement equipment already in use. No major purchases 
are under consideration at present. 


The most important point requiring action during the coming 
year is to provide a building to house the fire truck and the depart- 
ments equipment. This is very important, since the present set-up 
allows no means of caring for hose and drying it after each use. 
This lack of care results in such failures as was experienced at a 
recent fire when six lengths of 2%-inch hose burst under pressures 
of less than 100 pounds, causing delays in the delivery of water 
which might have been extremely serious. The material saving to 
the town in owning a proper fire house with provision for drying 
hose will be considerable. The sincere cooperation of all prop- 
erty owners and renters is urged to bring about this most impor- 
tant‘improvement in the affairs of the Winterport Fire Department.

To the School Committee and the Citizens of Winterport: 


In accordance with the Laws of Maine relating to Public Schools, 
I have the honor to submit the following report on the conditions 
and progress of the schools in Winterport for the year ending Feb. 
1, 1946. 


Once again I am pleased to report that your schools have been 
successfully staffed with capable teachers. There have been four 
changes made in the teaching personnel, two at each school. Miss 
Mary Young is teaching language in the high school, replacing Mrs. 
Margaret Nelson, who resigned after twelve years of faithful ser- 
vice. Miss Aileen Holman, social studies teacher, filled the vacancy 
caused by the resignation of Mrs. Thelma Kennedy, who has re- 
joined her husband just returned from service. At the grammar 
school Mrs. Edith Averill was elected to fill the vacancy created 
when Miss Myrtle Condon resigned to take a better position in 
the schools of Sanford. Mrs. Celia Wallace was elected teacher of 
the fifth grade to fill the vacancy left by Miss Leda Knapp, and 
Mrs. Miriam Snyder of Bucksport was elected teacher of the third 
grade. Mrs. Snyder resigned after seven weeks to accept a posi- 


tion in her home town. Mrs. Ruth Anthony was elected to take 
her place. 
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Labor and materials have been very short again this year. How- 
ever, some very important improvements have been made. A new 
door was hung at the northwest entrance of the grammar school, 
replacing the old one which had been repaired so many times that 
it would have been false economy to attempt to repair it again. A 
new ceiling has been put in the boys’ basement at the high school. 
The heating systems in both buildings have been cleaned thor- 
oughly and new valves were put in so that the systems could be 
balanced. The greatest improvement of all has been the installa- 
tion of new lavatories with the addition of runing hot water. From 
the viewpoint of health and sanitation, this is a very forward stride. 
Soap, towels and hot water are now available to everyone. It has 
_ been necessary to do much grading around the building founda- 
_ tions to prevent the washing of the gravel. It would seem advis- 
able in the near future to tar near the foundations to prevent this 
action. A coat of tar at the entrances of the buildings would do 
much to reduce the quantity of mud tracked into the classrooms 
where it dries and causes dust. Appropriations for repairs another 
year will need be greater to cover the present deficit and allow for 
some much-needed fencing at the schools. 


Several textbook changes have been made. The science series in 
the grammar school have been extended to include the fifth grade. 
A complete set of dictionaries has been placed in both schools to 
accommodate the largest class. This makes it possible for each 
pupil to have an individual dictionary with which to work when 
classes in this study are being conducted. Other sets purchased 
were sixth grade geographies, sixth grade histories, civics, fresh- 
man literature, and problems of democracy. This latter set was pur- 
chased to provide for a new course in social problems, a course 
recommended and much needed in all high schools. In addition, a 
-modern set of 1946 World Book Encyclopedias has been purchased 
for the high school library. 


The matter of conveyance constitutes a real problem. The two 
town-owned buses have reached the point wherein it would be 
poor economy to try to maintain them for operation after this year. 
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It is our duty to provide safe, comfortable and economical trans- 
portation. Their safety will be questionable, although everything 
possible is being done to keep them in safe operating condition. 
We know they are not comfortable. And certainly, they are not 
economical when in one year the costs of maintenance amounts to 
more than six hundred dollars. 


I wish to call the attention of all citizens who are interested in 
the future of the schools of Winterport to two very important arti- 
cles which your Superintending School Committee has had in- 
cluded in the warrant for consideration at Town Meeting. They 
are: Article 12, pertaining to the purchase of school buses, and 
Article 18, concerning the use of the proceeds from the sale of lots 
in the Cushing Cemetery Lot. Your sincere consideration and sup- 
port of these articles is needed if we are to be prepared today for 
the future. 


In closing, I wish to thank the Committee and Town Officers 
for their fine cooperation, and all others who have contributed to 
the welfare of the schools.

Re: Audit of Accounts—Town of Winterport 
February 10, 1946 to February 1, 1947 


Cash: 


By a detailed examination of cash receipts and bank deposits, it 
was ascertained that all cash received had been properly accounted 
for and promptly deposited in the bank. 


Cash on deposit and subject to check at the close of the municipal 
year was verified at the bank and reconciled with the cash balance 
as reflected on the records of the Treasurer. 


Taxes Receivable: 


The 1946 tax commitment reconciled with the records of the 
Assessors, with the exception of an error of one cent. 


Eighty-seven and one-half per cent of the current commitment 
was represented by cash collections, discounts or abatements. 


Payments received on prior years uncollected taxes appeared 
to have been applied against the proper accounts. 


- Requests for verification were mailed on approximately 50% of 
the uncollected tax accounts. 


Tax Liens: 


The examination made of the tax lien account indicated that all 
items were supported by tax liens on file. 


Cash receipts totaling $2,034.51 and adjustments of $11.32 ap- 
peared to have been credited to the proper accounts. 


Requests for verification were mailed on all outstanding tax lien 
accounts. 


McKenney Fund: 


The Merrill Trust Company of Bangor is the trustee of this Fund 
and annually remits the income on same to the town. The cash on 
deposit of $1,514.52 represents the balance of the unexpended 
income. Expenditures from this income for worthy poor purposes 
are made at the direction of the Selectmen. de 


Notes Payable: 


A note of $1,000 issued to finance the purchase of a fire truck in 
1945 was outstanding at the close of the municipal year. This note 
is due in 1948. 


A $1,000 note maturing in 1947 was paid by appropriation dur- 
ing the 1946 municipal year. . 


Unappropriated Surplus: 


The Unappropriated Surplus was increased during the year 
under examination by $1,579.65, which increase resulted from the 
retirement of the note previously mentioned, and from other un- 
applied income. A complete analysis of this change is shown on 
Exhibit E of this report. | 


Trust Funds: 


The trust fund investments were examined and listed and all in- 
come appeared to have been properly applied. 


Crnetal: 


The excise tax collections were verified by a detailed examination 
of the receipts retained by the Collector. Part of this revenue was 


applied to Highway account, and the balance was carried forward 
to the ensuing year.

The Overlay of $446.81 was found to be within the legal limit of 
5% of appropriations, plus State and County Taxes and was credited 
to Unappropriated Surplus. 


All Withholding Tax deductions were found to have been prop- 
erly deposited in the depository bank, and the deductions for Teach- 
ers Retirement were found to have been paid to the end of the 
municipal year. 


The records of the town officials were found to be ina satisfac- 
tory condition. 


A fidelity bond issued by the New York Casualty Company in the 
sum of $10,000, covering the Treasurer and Collector, was found on 
file. This bond appeared to be in proper order and conformed to 
statutory requirements.

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REPORT OF PUBLIC HEALTH NURSE 


The following is a report of the Public Health Nursing Service 
submitted for 1946 

The greater part of the nurse’s time was spent in home visiting, 
so that the parents might have the latest information available on 
standards of health and hygienic care, in order to maintain good 
family health. 

The nurse made 89 visits to your town during which the follow- 
ing nursing visits were made: 

3 to Expectant Mothers 
17 to Infants 

48 to Pre-school Children 
20 to School Children 

As heretofore, crippled children have been kept under supervision 
through home visits and attendance at Crippled ‘Children’s Clinics. 

Tuberculin skin testing was done in the schools and an X-ray 
Clinic was held in July, giving reactors and contacts of active cases 
of tuberculosis the opportunity of having a chest X-ray. 

One hundred and thirty-nine children had the two prescribed 
treatments for immunization against diphtheria. 

One of the highlights of the Public Health Nursing Program for 
the year was the conference held in Augusta for lay committee 
members. We hope that next year your town may be represented 
at such a meeting. 

With community health committees organized and participating 
in the program, more Child Health Conferences and Immunization 
Clinics can be held. 

Will you help to improve the health of your community?

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REPORT OF WINTERPORT FIRE DEPARTMENT 


_ The Winterport Fire Department answered 55 alarms during 
1946. Of this number, three local fires resulted in major damage to 
real estate and one car was destroyed. Two out of town calls re- 
sulted in major real estate damage. The remaining 49 alarms were 
for chimney fires, grass fires, flooded oil burners and other sources, 
resulting in negligible or indirect water damage only. 


The Fire Department is still in need of a considerable quantity 
of 2%-inch hose. With the installation of the new hydrant at the 
base of the standpipe, an estimated 1,500 feet of 2%4-inch hose, all 
in good condition and capable of standing maximum operation pres- 
sure, should be aboard the truck at all times in order to furnish pro- 
tection for valuable property at Carleton’s Corner. Furthermore, 
the proper operation of our newest piece of equipment for pulling 
water out of brooks artd deep wells requires 24-inch hose pressures 
as high as 150 pounds per square inch. At present there are not 
more than five fifty-foot lengths of hose fit to stand this extreme 
pressure for any length of time, and the maximum hose require- 
ments of the new equipment could run as high as twelve lengths. 


The tremendous increase in the use of oil for cooking and house 
heating means that the Fire Department should be better prepared 
to extinguish fires from this possible source by purchasing inex- 
pensive foam equipment for use with our present booster lines.

To the School Committee and the Citizens of Winterport: 


In accordance with the laws of Maine, it is my duty to submit 
the following report of the condition and progress of the schools 
for the fiscal year ending February 1, 1947. 


This report includes a summary of school finances and a directory 
of teachers. It is my intent to make this report brief, emphasizing 
only the most important items of interest. 


Some changes in teacher personnel have taken place this year, 
but the number of changes has been small considering the condi- 
tions existing today in the educational field, such as teacher short- 
ages and low salary schedules. We welcome back three former 
teachers: Mr. Richard Hopkins, Mr. John Carleton and Mrs. Anna 
Hall. Mr. Hopkins returns to Winterport to assume the duties of 
high school principal after serving in the same capacity at Sher- 
man High School. Mr. Carleton is now assistant principal at the 
grammar school after serving in the Army and after completing a 
year of study at the University of Maine. Mrs. Hall is teaching in 
the first grade, the same position she held previously. It may be in- 
teresting to note that all teachers are properly certified and there 
has been no cause to employ sanction teachers in this school system. 
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Transportation of pupils has been a major problem this year. The 
accident which put the Ford bus off the road has added to the dif- 
ficulties, but the cooperation of the parents during this period has 
been excellent. 


After the town voted to purchase two new buses at the last town 
meeting, requests for bids were sent out to five different motor 
companies. Four bids were submitted, the lowest bidder receiving 
the order. The buses were expected to be here the last week of 
August. When they didn’t come, the Wayne Body Co. was con- 
tacted. Their explanation was that there had been a quota of 
twenty thousand school buses set by the government last spring 
and that the amount of steel for the bodies had been reduced by 
two consecutive orders, so that a maximum of twelve thousand 

buses were available this year. The delivery date was set ahead 
_ to Jan. 8, 1947. Since then there has been a second re-scheduling 
and we were notified that delivery dates would be March 1 for one 
bus and April 1 for the second. 


_ The grammar school has a strip-film projector which it pur- 
chased last year. This is a proven type of visual education which 
should not be neglected. For the purpose of building up a film 
library a set of six films were purchased. In addition to the neces- 
sary supplies, the first grade room was equipped with ten folding 
cot beds to enable the younger children who have to put in a long 
day at school to get a rest period during the noon hour. A second- 
hand piano was purchased by Mr. Anthony from funds donated by 
interested citizens at the beginning of the school year. This fills a 
long desired need at the school, since so much can be done in the 
~ grades with music. 


Textbook deliveries have been very slow, due to numerous short- 
ages. Much has been done this year in replacing old books and 
many have been added. The basic reading series was extended to 
the third grade. The science series was extended to the sixth grade. 
To strengthen the English series, workbooks have been supplied in 
the grades. Among the books purchased were sets of third and 
fourth grade geographies, fourth grade arithmetics, eighth grade 
histories, ninth grade general mathematics and general science and 
junior-senior American histories. 
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Major expenditures under the repair account have been confined 
to the following: boiler repair work, including complete sets of 
grates for both schools, work on fire escapes at the grade school and 
fencing for the grade school. 


The State fire inspectors, on their annual inspection, required a 


change in the location of the existing escape and recommended a 
second one on the grammar school. The old fire escape has been 
moved to the room on the northwest corner and a second was 
placed on the south side. In addition to this, two more doors 
have been cut through the walls, making it possible for use of one 
or both exits without any child entering the hall. The escapes have 
been lowered and it is planned to have doors at the exits so that 
they can be used without the hazards of climbing out a window. 


The fencing is now stored at the grade building and awaits 
warmer weather for its erection. 


The Parent-Teacher Association is carrying on an excellent pro- 
gram under the direction of its president, Mrs. Irene Tuttle. Sup- 
plementary song books were purchased by the organization for each 
school. The hot lunch committee with Mrs. Thibodeau chairman 
and Mrs. Gray preparing the lunches reports that during the month 
of January 3,680 free lunches were served. From this information 
the scope of the program and its value to the community can be 
realized. It deserves all the support you can give. 


A testing program has been carried out in both schools. The 
Stanford achievement tests were administered in the grade school 
and the Iowa tests were given at the high school. The results of 
these tests in both schools show a strong science program. Our 
weakest program is in the field of reading. However, the results 
shown on the grade school reading tests are higher comparatively 
than those on the high school reading tests. This indicates that 
the present reading program is correcting this deficiency. - 


A few years ago, 1941 to be exact, the town authorized the super- 
intending school committee to set in motion plans for a new high 


school, but due to world conditions it was deemed advisable to — | 
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table them for the present. That was seven years ago. A second 
World War has been fought and now we are in a post-war inflation- 
ary period. Educational authorities believe that when the post- 
war slump occurs, there will be a Federal and State program of aid 
_ to education. With public sentiment so strong, it seems inevitable © 
that, when the next economic recession comes, there will be an- 
other Public Works program which will be devoted to aiding the 
smaller communities in expanding their educational program. You 
will recall it was the P. W. A. which made possible the expan- 
sion of our present grade school building. Now is the time for care- 
ful planning and appraisal. To this end it is recommended that a 
committee of citizens of the town be appointed to work with the 
superintending school committee for the purpose of inquiring into 
the feasibility of a consolidated twelve-year school, investigating 
possible sites, plans, costs of operation and maintenance. They are 
to be instructed to report their findings and make recommenda- 
tions at a special or next regular town meeting. 


School appropriations need to be greater this year. The budget 
allows for the minimum salary of $1,500.00 per teacher. It must 
be remembered that textbooks and supplies are generally up 15-25% 
over last year. The equalization fund money from the State is esti- 
mated at $1,974.00 for next year. This is a drop of over $1, 300. 00 
and must be met by local appropriation. 


Thanking all who have contributed in any way to the welfare

REPORT OF THE HIGH SCHOOL PRINCIPAL 


As principal of Winterport High School, I take pleasure in pre- 
senting the following report of the school year 1946-1947. 
~~ School opened in September with a total enrollment of 96 pupils. 
With some students leaving school or moving to other towns, and 
other students enrolling, thé total has remained about the same, 
the number at time of writing being 92. 

The school day is run on the rotating schedule system. Seven 
periods of classes make up the basic schedule, five of these periods 
of one hour each coming each day. Two advantages of this system 
are: (1) The hour period enables. the teacher to have a short period 
of supervised study so that the pupils may begin the next day’s 
work with the teacher at hand to help; (2) Each period comes at a 
different time each day so that no class suffers from having one 
subject always come at the.close of the day when pupils are usually 
less responsive and mentally alert than at earlier periods. 

The school has made good use of the motion picture projector. 
We have had a great many films from the University of Maine on 
- various subjects, such as X-ray, radar, television, athletics, and dif- 
ferent phases of biology. In addition, we have had four regular mo- 
tion pictures which were presented at assembly programs. All films 
were selected primarily for educational value, while at the same 
time great attention was given to the entertainment features.

In extra-curricular activities, basketball has taken up the greater 
part of the time. This year the sport has been resumed throughout 
the state, and it is my firm belief that athletics play a prominent 
part in the development of moral values which lead to good citi- 
zenship. However, we must not, in a desire to win, lose sight of 
the true purposes of the game, which are to provide students a 
chance to meet students of other schools in friendly competition, 
and to provide a wholesome entertainment for students and adults. 


Basketball has been an expensive activity this year, mainly be- 
cause of the fact that a great deal of money had to be spent on 
new uniforms. However, these uniforms, with proper care, will last 
many years. Transportation to out-of-town games and hiring the 
hall for games and practice also added to our expense. 


Other extra-curricular activities which will be undertaken dur- 
ing the year are baseball, a play, speaking contest, and probably 
several dances. 


Attendance has been quite regular this year, although far from 
perfect. Work missed from classes can never be adequately made 
up, no matter how competent or conscientious the student. We 
realize that it is sometimes necessary to keep pupils out of school, 
but often by dint of a little inconvenience or sacrifice on the part 
of the parents a pupil may be able to attend a session which he 
might miss without the parents’ cooperation. ; 


In closing, I wish to thank the school committee, superintendent, — 


and townspeople for making my year at the high school a very 
pleasant one.

Insofar as could be ascer- 
tained within the scope of the examination, the 
financial transactions of the Town appear to have been 
appropriately handled, with such exceptions as may be 
noted in the accompanying Comments. 


Hxhibits and Schedules incorporated in this report 
present the result of the financial operations of the 
Town for the period designated.

COMMENTS 


Re: Audit of Accounts - Town of Winterport 
February 1, 1947 to January 31, 1948. 


CASH 


The records of the Town Treasurer were examined 
and checked in detail. The recorded receipts were com- 
pared and reconciled with the bank deposits. 

The cash balance of $6,889.80 at January 31, 1948 
was verified by reconciliation with the bank statement 
furnished by the Merchants National Bank of Bangor 
as of January 31, 1948, plus deposits made on February 
2 and 5, 1948 which were verified. 

All payments were made by check and were com- 
pared with the warrants authorized by the Selectmen. 


ACCOUNTS RECEIVABLE 


This account is comprised of items due from the 
‘State for expenditures for Flood Control, Forest Fires 
and Educational Subsidies; an amount due from 
another municipality for pauper supplies furnished, 
and items due from individuals for various services. 


TAXES RECEIVABLE 


The 1947 commitment of taxes was found to be in 
agreement with the records of the Assessors. The 
recorded collections were examined, the payments to 
‘the Treasurer were verified, and the abatements were 
checked with the records of the Assessors. 


The current tax commitment was accounted for as 
follows: |

The tax accounts outstanding at the time of the 
previous examination were checked and all cash col- 
lections and credits were traced to the credit of the 
individual accounts. 
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Requests for verification were mailed to a repre- 
sentative number of taxpayers whose accounts 
remained unpaid. 


TAX LIENS 
Examination was made of tax liens totaling 
$2,508.78 which remained outstanding at the close of 
the municipal year. 
Requests for verification were mailed to the ; 
majority of the taxpayers whose accounts remained 
unpaid. 


TAX ACQUIRED PROPERTY 
During the municipal year, one parcel of tax 
acquired proprety was sold for $8.84, leaving a balance 
in this account of $686.53. 


MCKENNEY FUND 
This Fund is in the custody of the Merrill Trust 
Company of Bangor, as Trustee, and the income is re- 
mitted annually to the Town. The amount on deposit 
of $1,805.56 represents the balance of the unexpended 
income. 


NOTES PAYABLE 
The Fire Truck note of $1,000 was paid ie 
appropriation during the 1947 municipal year. 
Notes amounting to $3,000 were issued, the pro- 
ceeds of which were to be used to purchase a school | 
bus. These notes mature in 1948 and 1949. : 


UNAPPROPRIATED SURPLUS | 
The Unappropriated Surplus was reduced by | 
$3,015.03 during the year under examination. The | 
principal items contributing to this reduction were the 
appropriation of $1,293 for the purchase of the Union 
Hall and the net increase of $2,000 in the notes payable. 
A complete analysis of the change in this account 

is presented on Exhibit E of this report. 


TRUST FUNDS 
The trust fund investments were verified by exam- 
ination of the savings passbooks.

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GENERAL 


The surety bond furnished by the Tax Collector- 
Treasurer was examined and appeared to be adequate. 


The excise tax collections were verified by exam- 
ination of the copies of receipts retained by the 
Collector. 


An examination of the vouchers and payrolls 
indicated that all were on file and appeared to be 
reasonable charges. 


The records of the officials of the Town were found 
to be in a satisfactory condition. 


Attention is invited to the overdrafts reflected in 
several appropriation accounts, the summary of which 
appears on Exhibit D. An opinion rendered by the 
Attorney General reads, in part, 


“The municipal officers are bound by the 
terms of the articles in the warrant calling 
the meeting providing for the expenditure of 
money. The officers should not spend more 
than the taxpayers appropriated at town 
meeting, unless the statute expressly author- 
izes an expenditure in excess of the appropria- 
tion.” 
The provisions of Chapter 84, Section 81 of the 
Revised Statutes of 1944, however, relate to expendi- 
tures of monies for highway purposes and permit over- 
drafts in cases of emergencies to the extent of 15% of 
the appropriation.

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ANNUAL REPORT OF PUBLIC HEALTH NURSING 
1947 TOWN OF WINTERPORT 


Public Health Nursing is concerned with securing 
and maintaining good physical and mental health for 
everyone. This is attempted through a generalized 
health program in each community. Due to the still 
present shortage of Public Health Nurses, it was only 
possible to have a nurse part time during the first six 
months of the year. © 


A generalized health program consists of educa- 
tional service to expectant mothers infants, pre-school 
and school children. To this end 67 home visits were 
made. 


Communicable diseases, tuberculosis and venereal 
diseases are also Public Health responsibilities. To 
assist with this phase of the program, 12 visits were 
made and 4 x-rays were obtained. 


Physically and mentally handicapped children are 
given service through State Crippled Children, Pedia- 
tric and Mental Hygiene Clinics. 10 follow-up home 
visits were made to assist in carrying out recommenda- 
tions and also as a source of case findings. 

The major part of the nursing service this year 
has been devoted to special projects. 

This year, through the efforts of members of the 
Parent Teachers Association, a health council has been 
organized. The School Health Committee of this 
Council has been very active holding a meeting during 
the first week of each month to make plans for the 
coming activity. 3 School immunizations clinics have 
‘been held with a local physician in attendance. 106 
were vaccinated against small-pox, 75 against diph- 
theria and 107 tetanus immunizations were completed. 
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Plans are being made to continue this program by 
offering these immunizations to the high school pupils 
at an early date. 


We were fortunate to have the audiometer tests in 
the schools this year. 212 Hearing tests were given 5 
defective hearings were found. Home visits will be 
made in an effort to obtain physical examinations. The 
Chairman of the School Health Comittee and volunteers 
assisted with these tests. 


Much credit is due the Health Council and espec- 
ially to the School Health Committee for its excellent 
work in the School Health Program. The Health 
Council has many plans for the future, the most im- 
portant one being the summer Child Health Confer- 
ences for infant and pre-school children. It is only 
through the cooperation of the entire community that 
an efficient and adequate Public Health Service may 
be rendered. 


I wish to take this opportunity to thank the town 
officials local physician, school personnel and Health 
Council for their cooperation in making the Public 
Health Program so effective.

To the School Committee and the Citizens of Winter- 
port: 


In accordance with the laws of Maine, it is my 
duty to submit the following report of the conditions 
and progress of the schools for the fiscal year ending 
Feb. 1, 1948. 

- It is intended to make this report very brief since 
the full report of the Survey Committee follows in this 
town report. 

Schools opened on Sept. 8th with only one change 
in the teacher personnel. Mr. Bernard B. Pierce, a 
social studies teacher of long experience in the schools 
of Buffalo, N. Y., joined the High School faculty. It is 
advantageous for a community to keep its good teach- 
ersin the same system. The teacher is better acquainted 
with the community and the school. As a result there 
are many increased benefits for the pupil. For these 
reasons Winterport should feel'very fortunate. 

Teacher salaries were raised last year to conform 
with the minimums set by State law. At present four 
teachers, excluding the principals, are receiving 

salaries slightly above the minimum. 
| Transportation facilities have been expanded this 
year so that no child must wait long periods of time 
before or after school hours. The two new busses, 
operated by very capable drivers, are giving excellent 
service. When school opened, there were 74 children on 
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the bus route to West Winterport and White’s Corner. 
To relieve this situation, Monton Nealley was hired 
to transport the children on his road and a few others 
at the Corner the entire distance to the schools. In 
November, realizing that with winter road conditions 
making traveling slower, it was voted to hire a third 
bus and make it possible to give all the children the 
benefits of one-trip transportation. The third bus is 
owned by Reginald Clements and driven by John 
Carleton. Winterport has excellent facilities for trans- 
portation. 


Miss Zelda Gordon, elementary supervisor for the 
Department of Education, has been here within the 
last month to assist teachers with their problems. One 
important recommendation she made was that more 
books should be provided to meet the many levels ‘of 
interest and reading abilities within each grade. 

A teachers’ club has been formed in this Union. 
Meetings are being held monthly. This affords an op- 
portunity for the teachers to meet and dsicuss mutual 
problems, form study groups, and enjoy a period of 
sociability. 

An extension course “Trends in Modern Elemen- 
tary Education,” is being given by the School of 
Education, University of Maine, this second semester. 
Classes are being held once each week with instructors 
from the University. For some teachers who find it 
difficult to attend regular summer schools, this is an 
opportunity to do professional study. 

Since the opening of schools in January, Marion 
Whitmore, a former Superivsor of Music in Hampden, 
has been teaching music and directing glee clubs in 
the schools. The Parent-Teacher Association is to be 
commended for their efforts in helping to obtain a 
music instructor. It is desired to continue such a worth- 
while activity next year. 
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School enrollments have increased so much this 
past year in both schools that the need for school 
seating has reached emergency proportions. Early in 
the Fall an order was placed for twenty-five new desks 
and seats, but to date delivery has not been made. The 
demand in all communities has been so great ‘that a 
great shortage exists in all types of school seating. 


To maintain existing levels of textbooks and 
supplies, increased costs ranging from 20-34 percent 
will, of itself, contribute to the need for greater 
appropriations. 


Attention should be called to a recent law which is 
effective today and I quote: 


“Any youth who resides with a parent or 
guardian in a town that maintains, or contracts Tor 
school privileges in, an approved secondary school 
which offers less than two approved occupational 
courses of study, and whose qualifications for such 
training are approved by the superintending school 
committee of the town, may elect to attend some other 
approved secondary school to which he may gain ad- 
mission for the purpose of studying an occupational 
course not offered or contracted for by the town of his. 
legal residence. ...” 


Since Winterport High School offers less than two 
approved occupational courses, this means that any 
youth desiring such type of course not offered here and 
providing that he has the approval of the school com- 
mittee, he may elect to attend some other school offer- 
ing such a course and the town must pay his tuition. 
Today there is one youth in Winterport who is attend- 
ing another secondary school under the provisions of 
this law. Such a law is intended to help equalize the 
educational opportunities for youth residing in com- 
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munities operating small high schools, but it compels 
the people of Winterport to study their own high school 
offerings in a new light. I refer you to the recommenda- 
tions of the Survey Committee. 

I wish to take this opportunity to express by 
appreciation to all those who have cooperated in 
making this a progressive school year.

REPORT OF HIGH SCHOOL PRINCIPAL 


As principal of Winterport High School, I submit 
the following report of the school year 1946-47: 


After a graduation of only nine seniors in June, 
1947, a total of thirty-one new pupils entered in Sep- 
tember, making our enrollment for this year one 
~ hundred sixteen, an increase of twenty pupils over last 
year. Since we may expect an increase of about 
eighteen pupils in 1948-49, it is evident that we need 
some improvements here if we are to maintain 
standards. Our classrooms and seating are really not 
adequate this year, and further increases in enrollment 
will create an almost impossible situation unless some 
measures are taken for improvement. 


We have made a change in the commercial de- 
partment, which we hope will result in the graduates 
of this course being better prepared for positions, or 
higher education. Beginning this year, typing will be 
given to sophomores and juniors, while seniors will be 
given a course in transcription, which is composed of 
both typing and shorthand, designed to give the student 
practical experience. It is also our hope that we may 
buy each year, out of the school funds, one office 
machine, so that after a few years we may be able to 
offer our students a chance to practice on machines 
normally encountered in business offices. 


In regard to extra-curricular activities, we have 
made some advances from last year. Under the able 
direction of Mr. Pierce, the school presented a three- 
act comedy which was very well received by the 
audience. We have been especially fortunate in securing 
the services of Mrs. Whitmore, an experienced music 
teacher, who has been conducting both a boys’ and a 
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girls’ glee club since the Christmas vacation. We feel 
sure that public appearances of these groups will add 
a great deal to the social events of the school. 

At the time of writing, preparations are being 
made for the Junior Speaking Contest. 

We have carried out an athletic program suitable 
to the size of our school. Fall baseball for the boys and 
a regular schedule of boys’ and girls’ basketball com- 
prise our activities, so far. Baseball and participation 
in the Waldo County League Field Day (composed of 
both athletic and scholastic activities) will make up our 
_ spring program. Through the efforts of the Parent- 
Teachers Association, the high school will have the use 
of an area of land near the school. With the °co- 
operation of all, this land can be cleared, some inexpen- 
sive equipment such as baseball standards and volley- 
ball nets added, and an important need of the school 
will be filled. 

In closing, I wish, on behalf of the school and the 
faculty, to thank all those who have helped to make our 
year a happy and successful one. We feel sure that we 
may depend on your continued support.

‘REPORT OF WINTERPORT SURVEY COMMITTEE 


The citizens of Winterport have been disturbed 
for some time at the inadequacy of their publie schools. 
Official recognition of that general feeling was given at 
the regular Town Meeting in March 1947, at which 
time the School Committee was instructed to appoint 
three citizens to work with them in making a study of 
the present school situation and to recommend changes 
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to give to the town the type of education facilities it 
‘desires. 

The committee has held several meetings and has 
made, in cooperation with the Superintendent of 
Schools, a very careful study of present conditions and 
future probabilities. The following report is respect- 
fully submitted for consideration by the town. 


ELEMENTARY SCHOOL 


The present physical plant housing the pupils in 
the elementary school has been found to be completely 
inadequate and conditions are such that the pupils are 
under a continual and serious physical and educational 
hazard. The present Grammar School was remodeled 
in 1934, with the assistance of WPA funds. While the 
rural school building at White’s Corner was available, 
it was possible to operate a very important sub-primary 
group and grades one through seven in the present 
building. The rural school burned in 1940, necessitating 
the dropping of the sub-primary group and the housing 
of grades one through seven in a six-room grade school 
building. The committee has carefully inspected that 
building and wishes to present the following comments: 

1. Proper work cannot be carried on with more 

than one grade in a room. 

2. The rooms are so crowded at present that 

health conditions would not be acceptable by any 

modern standard. An epidemic could be expected 
to spread rapidly and might well prove serious. 
8. Lighting conditions under the circumstances 
can be expected to result in eyestrain and in some 
instances permanent damage to the eyesight of 
the students. 

4. Such overcrowding always leads to the possi- 

bility of tragedy in the case of fire. 
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5. Itis the opinion of the Superintendent and the 
committee, and of most educational authorities 
that the sub-primary level is a very important — 
factor in the education of children today, and that 
it should be restored to the Winterport school 
system. 


In 1941 there were 224 pupils in the elementary 
school, including sub-primary through grade seven. A 
number of families left Winterport during the war 
and the enrollment dropped proportionately but not 
enough to alleviate physical and educational conditions. 
A number of new families moving to Winterport, and 
the probability that more will locate here, leads to the 
conclusion that conditions will get steadily worse 
rather than better, and that steps should be taken to 
correct the matter in the very near future. There are 
at present 207 pupils enrolled in grades one through 
seven, with such crowded conditions that departmental 
teaching in grades five, six and seven has been inevit- 
able. Departmentalization at those levels is regarded 
as extremely poor educational practice. 


The Superintendent of Schools has made a careful 
survey of the community as it now exists and has made 
the following report which will give some indication 
of what we may expect: 


Number and Ages of Children as of Nov. 1, 1947

These figures represent a normal and healthy 
growth in the community and indications are that with 
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new families moving to Winterport, these figures 
represent a minimum. The committee feels that a 
healthy growth in the town of residential people may 
be expected and will be a stimulus to the community 
and to the businesses of the town. The committee feels 
that Winterport will grow rapidly and satisfactorily, 
particularly if there is an extension of the present 
transportation facilities and expansion of the potential- 
ities of the Public Library, but most of all, the provid- 
ing of adequate educational opportunities for our 
children. } 


The State Education Department indicates that 
the standards for school grounds for a school of the 
size and type of our Grammar School should call for 
an available space of 15 acres. A physical education 
program worthy of the name obviously is impossible 
on the present site. 


A classroom and a separate teacher are essential 
for each grade, including the subprimary, with a 
pupil-teacher ratio of approximately 20 or 25 to 1. The 
present ratio is 34 to 1. No teacher, however efficient 
and well-trained, can be expected to do an adequate job, 
nor to consider individual differences at the present 
level> The following recommendations are submitted : 
1. That a suitable site be acquired by the town 
for the location of an adequate elementary school 
to house a sub-primary group and grades one 
through six. 
2. That construction be started on a modern_ 
one-story, three-room school, in accordance with 
the plans suggested by the State Department of 
Education, permitting later expansion into an 
elementary school to house all grades from sub- 
primary through sixth, the three-room school 
being designed to take care of immediate needs,

and as the town can afford to do so, to be expanded 
by the addition of more rooms. 


3. It is es.imated that these recommendations 
will cost the community between $35,000 and 
$40,000, and it is suggested that the project be 
financed by a bond issue, based on the present 
real estate valuation of the town. The law permits 
a o% normal borrowing capacity on that valua- 
tion and an additional 5% if the community forms 
a local school district. It is further recommended 
_ that the bond issue be retired over a period of 10 
years, which will mean a total cost per thousand 
dollars valuation to the taxpayer of approximately 
$6.00 per year. It is further recommended by th2 
committee that every possibility of Federal and 
state aid and public subscription be explored with 
a view to reducing the above figures which have 
been given as a maximum, and that full advantage 
_ be taken of any such possibilities. 


SECONDARY SCHOOL 


It is recognized by the committee that education 
is a continuing process from the cradle to the grave 
and that it is the function of the public schools to 
provide the formal phase of such education. Arbitrar- 
ily, divisions are made for convenience at different age 
and grade levels and it is impossible to separate them 
completely inasfar as they affect any individual child. 
The recommendations made by the committee for the 
elementary school must, therefore, pre-suppose the 
adoption of some form of recommendations for the 
secondary school problem. For example, the establish- 
ment of a six-year secondary school will remove the 
seventh grade from the present elementary school 


building. 
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A careful survey was made of the present High 
‘School enrollment to determine by tests and discussion 
what their purpose is in attending school and what 
they expect the school to do for them. A brief question- 
naire was sent to more than 200 graduates of the 
Winterport High School, covering the past ten years. 
Approximately 50% replied, which is regarded as an 
excellent sampling of the total. It was found that five 
are nowstudying at the University of Maine, most 
of them under the G. I. Bill; that one is attending art 
school: and one is studying at a business school in 
Boston. The rest are employed or are housewives and 
all of them terminated their formal education at the 
Winterport High School. 

Of the present enrollment, it was found, for 
example, that 52 girls are interested in a homemaking 
course, and that 34 of the boys are interested in a 
course in agriculture, neither one of which is available 
to them in the present school. The Winterport High 
School offers only a college preparatory course, supple- 
mented by an inadequate business course. The present 
figures show that: only 5% of the alumni and the 
present students have entered or plan to enter college, 
andthat if those figures are extended to include the 
entire high school enrollment, only 214% have any 
ambition to go beyond high school. The students who 
have taken the business course offered in Winterport 
have reported that they find it inadequate. The com- 
mittee feelt that to offer a course which is of permanent 
value to only 214% of those taking it is an unwarranted 
extravagance and a decidedly uneconomical use of 
school funds. It is regarded as imperative that the 
curriculum be drastically reorganized to meet the 
needs of the students. — 7 

A law recently passed by the legislature requires 
- that each comunity shall pay the tuition, elsewhere, of 
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any student desiring an occupational course, provided 
that the school in his town of residence does not offer 
two or more approved occupational courses of study. 
Some parents are already availing themselves of ‘this 
law by sending their children to school in Bangor at 
Winterport’s expense. It is believed quite possible that 
the town may soon find itself forced to pay tuition in 
large amounts for students desiring courses not offered 
in Winterport and whose situation meets the require- 
ments of the law. It will be more economical for 
Winterport to provide the type of education required 
than to pay large amounts to send our children to 
other schools. Even though the community is aroused 
_ to the inadequacy of the present High School and is 
desirous of improving it, the law quoted above makes 
it imperative that action be taken as soon as possible. 
The loss of a large number of students to other schools 
at Winterport’s expense might also result in a reduction 
of the enrollment to a point where Winterport could 
no longer retain its High School. The following recom- 
mendations are respectfully submitted by the survey 
committee: 


1. That the present Library facilities be 

expanded and properly administered in order that 

the schools and community may take advantage 

of that. most important factor. 

2. That the town decide between the following 

two possibilities: 
a. Constructing a new High School in 
Winterport and modernizing the curriculum 
to meet the needs of the students. The com- 
mittee believes that the cost of such con- 
struction would be prohibitive. 
b. Join with neighboring communities fac- 
ing similar problems for the purpose of form- 
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ing a consolidated six-year High School to 

serve all communities. 
8. If the second of these two recommendations 
above be adopted, it is suggested that the town 
appoint a committee to meet with representatives 
from the other communities concerned on a fair 
and proportional basis to proceed with the neces- 
sary study and to formulate plans for a consoli- 
dated High School, which plans are to be reported 
back to each town for necessary action. 
4. It is recommended that the Winterport repre- 
sentatives be instructed to suggest that the proper 
site for a consolidated High School shall be located 
as near as possible to the center of population of 
all towns; that it shall be a suitable piece of pro+ 
perty, obtainable at a reasonable figure, as near to 
that center of population as transportation facil- 
ities permit. 
5. That a permanent program of educational 
and vocational guidance be instituted in the 
present High School and in the consolidated school 
for the purpose of directing students into the 
occupation in which it is most probable they will 
succeed, and that the information obtained through 
such a program shall determine the curriculum, 
and that such curriculum shall be flexible in 
nature so that it may be adjusted to fit the needs 
of each generation of students.

COMMENTS 


Re: Audit of Accounts—Town of Winterport 
February 1, 1948 to February 3, 1949 


Cash: 

A detailed examination of the accounts of the Town Treasurer 
indicated that all recorded cash receipts had been deposited 
promptly in the bank. 

The cash balance of $9,024.24, as reflected by the records of the 
Treasurer, February 3, 1949, was verified by reconciliation of the 
bank balance with the statement furnished by the Merchants 
National Bank of Bangor. 


Disbursements were made by check from warrants authorized 
by the Selectmen. 


Se 


Accounts Receivable: 
This account represents the amount due from the State of Maine 
and other municipalities for care of poor and items due from in- 


dividuals for sale of cemetery lots. 


Taxes Receivable 

An examination of the records of the Tax Collector indicated that 
the warrant of commitment for 1948 taxes was in agreement with 
the records of the Assessors. 

Cash collections, discounts and abatements accounted for 84.2% 
of the current tax assessment. Collections, abatements and trans- 


fers to tax liens accounted for 86.4% of unpaid prior years taxes. 
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The detail of uncollected taxes for all years is in agreement with 
the ledger control account. No verification of unpaid taxes was 
made at the time of audit as the unpaid tax lists will be printed in 
the annual town report. 


Tax Liens: 
Examination was made of tax liens totaling $2,599.39 which re- 
mained unpaid at the close of the municipal year. 


Collections during the current year amounted to $1,514.24. 


Tax Acquired Property 

The records indicated that transfers of expired tax liens to this 
account during the municipal year resulted in a net increase of 
$940.55 leaving a balance in this account of $1,627.08 at the close 
of the year. 


McKenney Fund: 


The McKenney Fund is in the custody of the Merrill Trust Com- 
pany as trustees, and the town’s portion of the income is remitted 
annually to the Town. 


Transactions for the year in this account were examined and the 
balance on deposit was. verified. 


Notes Payable: 


The school bus note was reduced by payment of $2,000.00 appro- 
priated for this purpose during the 1948 municipal year leaving a 
balance of $1,000.00 which matures during the 1949 municipal 
year. 


Unappropriated Surplus: 


The unappropriated surplus increased by $6,995.00 during the 
year under examination. The principal items contributing this 
change were the payment of $2,000.00 on notes by appropriation 


and the net gain from current year’s operations.

A complete analysis of the change in this account is shown on 


Exhibit E. 


Trust Funds: 


_ The savings books covering the investments of the various trust 
funds were examined. The income appeared to have been applied 
to the proper accounts. 


General: 


The excise tax receipts for 1948, #151 to 606 and those for 1949 
#1 to 100, were added and the total collected was found to be in 
agreement with the amount deposited with the Treasurer. 


An examination of pay rolls and paid invoices for the months 
of May and September indicated all were on file. Those so exam- 
ined appeared to be reasonable and proper charges. Test checks 
were made of items of expense for the remaining months to the 
extent deemed appropriate. a 


School department pay rolls and invoices were approved by the 
school board. 


The balances of the education accounts were reconciled with the 
balances carried on the records of the Superintendent of Schools. 


Corporate surety bonds furnished by the Treasurer and Tax Col- 
lector were found on file. 


The records were found to be in a satisfactory condition and 
efficiently maintained.

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REPORT OF THE FIRE DEPARTMENT 


Fifty alarms were answered by the Department during the year 
of 1948. Of this number, four were local fires resulting in major 
property damage, 13 were chimney fires, 10 grass fires, 6 woods 
fires, 7 flooded oil burners, 8 calls to the Town Dump and 1 out 
of town call. 


On behalf of the Fire Department, I wish to make the following 
recommendations: the purchase of 300 ft. of 2% in. hose, 300 ft. of 
1% in. hose, one extension ladder, one Co 2 extinguisher, 1 electric 
hose dryer. 


During the year we have purchased 900 ft. of new hose, but we 
still have an insufficient amount. All the hose we now have is on 
the truck; this does not give us an opportunity to dry the hose fol- 
lowing a fire and still have sufficient amount on the truck for the 
town’s protection. At the present time we have no way of drying 
hose, thus it is left on the truck wet and quickly rots and breaks. 
To prevent this loss we recommend the purchase of an electric 


dryer. 


During the year there were 254 man hours used in the burning 
of dry grass around town. These men had to be paid for their 
labor, and this amount was taken from the general Fire Depart- 
ment appropriation. This was one of the factors in bringing about 
our overdraft, another being the purchase of new equipment. 


a 
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One of the greatest problems of this department is that of who 
is responsible for the fire menace caused by the dry grass on private 
property? Who is to determine which lot is a real fire menace and 
which is not? Is it the responsibility of the Fire Department to 
burn the dry grass or that of the individual? 


We of the Fire Department have a request to make of the peo- 
ple of Winterport. Please do not call the telephone operator im- 
mediately after the fire signal has sounded; give her time to answer 
the calls of the firemen and of the Fire Department.

REPORT OF PUBLIC HEALTH NURSE 


Public Health is the responsibility of each individual in the com- 
munity. Let it not be true in regard to Public Health that what is 
everybody's business is nobody’s business. 


Public Health Nursing is carried on through a generalized edu- 
cational program with its goal the securing and maintaining of 
good physical and mental health for everyone. To this end the 
community has been visited by your Public Health Nurse 35 times 
this year. 


The Maternal and Infant program is one of the most important 
phases of Public Health Nursing as the well being of the mother 
during pregnancy and the production of a normal, healthy infant 
are the factors on which community life and health itself depend. 
11 visits to mothers, 33 visits to infants and 83 visits to pre-school 
children have been made. 


In addition to this and in cooperation with the P.T.A. 3 Child 
Health Conferences for children entering school this year have 
been held. 16 children received physical examinations by the at- 
tending physician; 15 children were given a dental examination by 
the local dentist with a Dental Hygienist in attendance; 15 chil- 
dren were vaccinated against smallpox, 16 were immunized against 
diphtheria; 11 were innoculated against whooping cough. The total 
attendance at these Clinics was 44. Members of the Health Council 
furnished transportation and assisted at the Clinics. 


The school child has been given service through 8 conferences 
with the teachers and Superintendent of Schools to plan an ade- 
quate health program and discuss individual health problems. 10 
follow-up home visits have been made, 8 school clinics were held.

: 
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37 children were vaccinated against smallpox; 32 were immunized 
against diphtheria; 5 were immunized against whooping cough 
and 46 were given tetanus toxoid for protection against lockjaw. 
Figures are not available on the other clinics as they will not be 
completed until 1949. 6 children have had T. & A. operations. 

The specialized programs have been the State Clinics for Crippled 
Children, Pediatric cases, Mental Hygiene care and chest X-ray 
diagnostic service. 19 home visits have been made to these services. 

Communicable disease and veneral disease are also Public Health 
responsibilities. To assist with this phase of the program, 6 home 
visits have been made. 

The local Health Council has been very active this year. They 
have held 4 meetings, 3 of which have been attended by the Public 
Health Nurse. They have planned and conducted the school and 
pre-school clinics, arranged their own educational programs, made 
a survey of community health needs and have several projects un- 
der way at the present time. Winterport is very fortunate to have 
such an active and interested group of people on their Health 
Council. Much credit is due this organization for the splendid 
health programs they have sponsored. 

District Health Center No. 3, of which Winterport is a part, has 
one project that no other district in the state can boast, this is the 
organization of its local Health Officers. This is a very new or- 
ganization that has come into being through the efforts of Dr. 
Priest, the State District Health Officer, and the local Health 
Officers themselves. Without doubt this will be a very effective 
organization and will play a very important part in the quality of 
service the local Health Officer will be able to render his com- 
_ munity. 

May I take this opportunity to thank the Health Council, town 
officials, physician, dentist and school personnel for their splendid 
cooperation in the Public Health Nursing Program.

REPORT OF THE WINTERPORT HEALTH COUNCIL 
1948-1949 


Because we feel that you are interested in how we, as your repre- 
sentatives, organized the Health Council and how we are spending 
the money you appropriated, the Council asked me to write this 
report. 


Although the Winterport Health Council has been active for 
approximately fifteen months, it was not formally organized until 
June 1948 when By-Laws were adopted and the following officers 
were elected:

Secretary Mrs. Arthur Webb 
Treasurer Mrs. Nelson Raymond 


The Finance Committee is headed by Mrs. William Dunroe; 
Health Education Committee by Mrs. Richard Hopkins; Child 
Health Conference and School Health Committee by Mrs. Horace 
Norris; Publicity Committee by Mrs. Donald Bridges; and the Ad- 
visory Committee is composed of Dr. Donald Bridges, Dr. LeRoy 
Smith, Dr. Kenneth Starbird, and Mrs. Alice Cook. 


Other Council members are Mrs. Doris Arey, Mrs. Gustaf Nel- 
son, Mrs. Chester Barrows, Mrs. Harold Parsons, Mrs. Kenneth 
Starbird, Mrs. Robert Hall, Mr. Leo Thayer, and Mr. Kenneth 
Nealley. 
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Sincerely believing that a Health Council is vital to the whole 
town, an attempt was made to have represented on the Council as 
many organizations and sections of the town as possible and in- 
vitations to meetings were sent out accordingly. Those responding 
make the nucleus by which the work of the Council is directed. 


However, it is your Council, and your suggestions and help will 
be welcomed. Meetings of the entire Council are held on the first 
Tuesday in March, June, September, and December. Committees 
meet at the discretion of the chairman as they are necessary. 


Money which you appropriated for the use of the Health Coun- 
cil has been used to pay for serums and doctors’ service at a series 


of clinics where both High School and Grammar School children 
_ have been offered diphtheria, tetanus, and whooping-cough im- 


munizations. Sixty children have taken advantage of the clinics 
this year. 


During the summer months in cooperation with the P.T.A. the 
annual Summer Round-Up was held. Nineteen of the children who 
entered school for the first time last fall were given whooping cough 
and diphtheria innoculations, vaccinations, a physical examination 
by Dr. Bridges, and an oral examination by Dr. Starbird. 


Tentative plans include T. B. tests for all school children, the 
Summer Round-Up, and dental clinic work. 


At this time I’d like to thank Mrs. Creamer, Public Health Nurse, 
Dr. Donald Bridges and Dr. Kenneth Starbird for their continued 
cooperation and help with the work the Council is trying to accom- 
plish. My thanks, too, to Mrs. Irene Norris and Mrs. Leona Star- 
bird upon whose shoulders has fallen the planning and directing 


of the clinics already held, and thanks to all who are giving their 


time and effort to support a project of the utmost importance to the 
welfare of your town.

According to the laws of Maine, I herewith submit the follow- 
ing report of the conditions and progress of the schools of Winter- 
port for the fiscal year ending Feb. 1, 1949.

From the above table the following facts are pertinent: 

First, there are 200 pupils being transported which is about two- 
thirds the total enrollment if the 17 tuition pupils are subtracted 
from the total. Secondly, the pupil-teacher ratio has dropped from 
34 to 1 of a year ago to the present ratio of approximately 29 to 1. 
This has been possible by the addition of another teacher in the 
grades. The secondary pupil-teacher ratio was 22 to 1 in the fall 
term. Although the teacher load is still slightly above the optimum 
ratio of 25 to 1, no one can fail to recognize the vast improvement 
in the educational atmosphere of the grammar school. Orderliness 
and quietness is the rule, not the exception. A spirit of cooperation 
prevails throughout the school. Without the confusion resulting 
from the overcrowding and grade departmentalization, the children 
have a much better opportunity to work and develop proper study 
habits. 
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Much of the credit for improvement can be attributed to the 
faculty of the school. The new members this year are: Principal 
Leo Thayer, a graduate of Holy Cross who is proving himself to be 
a capable administrator and teacher; Miss Bessie Gordon, who 
comes to us with a very successful background; and Miss Nina 
Bowden, who is making a fine start in her first year of teaching. 
Miss Grace Thompson returned to the faculty after several years 
of absence, and she, Mrs. Carleton, and Mrs. Averill are con- 
tinuing their usual good work with the children. 


We are very fortunate to retain the services of Principal Hop- 
kins; Miss Young, the Language teacher; Mrs. Gould, the Com- 
mercial teacher; and Mr. Clark, the teacher of Grade 8. Miss Eve- 
lyn Fogg, a graduate of the University of Maine and who has had 
one year of previous experience, was elected to fill the position of 
Social Studies teacher. 


Mr. Clyde Swett, a student who will receive his degree in- Music 
from the Northern Maine Conservatory of Music, was elected by 
the Joint Union School Committee to teach music in the schools. 
This is the first time in several years that the Union has been able to 
obtain the services of a Music Supervisor. There has been a great 
deal of interest and enthusiasm and the results have been gratify- 


ing. 


The first grade is located in the new room on the first floor of the 
Town Hall. A private lavatory, sink, and drinking fountain were 
placed at their disposal, and fluorescent lighting was installed giv- 
ing this room excellent facilities. Under the constant supervision 
and direction of the teacher, Miss Kathleen Kelley, these first grade 
children are showing very satisfactory progress in learning to live, 
work, and play together. Mr. Arbuckle kindly gave his permission 
to use part of his field for play activities of the first grade. The only 
playground equipment for the first grade is a sandbox. There is an 
acute need for equipment for playground activities at both schools. 


Textbook expenditures have not varied much from those of last 
year, but it is significant to note that on the same amount of money 
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fewer books were purchased due to increased costs. The more 
noteworthy purchases of texts include English for grades 5 and 7, 
Health and Basic Readers for Grade 5, Music books for grades 2, 
6, and 7, reference and supplemental reading materials for all 
grades; literature, Algebra, and Physics texts for High School use. 


Purchases of supplies have been held to the barest minimum. 
The present inventory is the lowest experienced for several years. 


- It should be brought to your attention that paper constitutes the 


largest single item of supply, and prices of paper have increased 
about 250% since 1945. For example: arithmetic paper has in- 
creased from 18%c to the present quotation of 48c per package 


- during the last four years. 
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The construction costs of the first grade room are itemized as 
follows:

There is a sizable overdraft showing this year on the General 

School Account. Actually, a major part of this should be under the 

Elementary account due to the fact that the entire appropriation 

for the construction and operation of the first grade room was raised 

under the Elementary account, whereas all construction costs had 
to be expended under the General account. 


The overdraft is a result of many factors among which are: 


(a) Total costs and operation of the first grade room exceeded 
the appropriation by more than $414.00. 


(b) More than $650.00 was expended for music for which no 
appropriation was asked last year due to the uncertainty of being 
able to obtain a Music Supervisor. 
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(c) Costs of fuel and lights exceeded estimates by more than 
$600.00. 


(d) Unexpected radiator repairs in both schoolhouses cost more 
than $200.00.

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REPORT OF THE PRINCIPAL OF THE HIGH SCHOOL

Following is the third annual report which it has been my privi- 
lege to submit as principal of your high school: 


Since the Superintendent’s report found elsewhere in this book 
includes our enrollment figures, it does not seem necessary to in- 
clude them. However, attention might be called to the fact that 


our enrollment is steadily increasing, and indications are that it 


will continue to do so. 


It is rather difficult to write a report of this type which will be of 


- interest and also informative to the citizens of the town. The report 


of the Superintendent of Schools includes all essential information, 
and reports of other matters may often be a repetition of facts 
already known to you. However, there are several matters which I 
would like to call to your attention: 


First, I wonder how many parents realize the importance of regu- 
lar attendance at school. Although, this year, our attendance has 
been the best of my three-year stay, we still receive excuses which 
are very questionable as to being valid reasons for absences. I 
would recommend very strongly that all parents make necessity, not 
convenience, the basis of all absences. 


Second, it is very disturbing to us here at the high school to ob- 
serve the quite common disregard for property of others. Although 
such things as writing on walls, misusing books, wasting paper, etc., 


have probably gone on since the first school was established, it 


seems that in recent years this trend has become altogether too 
prevalent. As a measure to prevent these, I strongly recommend 
the following: 

1. All students here at the school should purchase the English 


and Math paper used in everyday work. Special paper, such as 
typing, graph, and test paper would be provided by the school. 


‘60 


2. All students at the beginning of the year make a deposit equal 
to the value of the textbooks they use in their classes. At the end 
of the year, the students would receive this deposit back provided 
the books show only reasonable wear. If the books are damaged or 
lost, money would be deducted in proportion to damage. 


I firmly believe that two purposes would be served: 


1. The town would save money now being lost through need- 
less waste. 


2. Students would begin to learn the value of the things always 
supplied them, and would no doubt learn to take much better care 
of their school supplies. 


The high school students have had a well-rounded program in 
extra-curricular activities. To date, our program has included 
Freshman Reception, Hallowe'en Dance, One-Act Play Contest, 
Boys’ and Girls’ Basketball, Junior Speaking. A three-act play, 
Baseball, and possibly Track are to follow. The Boys’ Basketball 
team has been honored by being selected to play in the state tour- 
nament at Brewer. 


In closing, I wish to heartily thank those who have given us such 
loyal support during the year.

In accordance with Chapter 16, Section 3, Revised Statutes of 
1944, and at your request, the records of the Town of Winterport 
have been audited by the State Department of Audit for the period 
February 3, 1949, to February 1, 1950, inclusive. 


The examination was made by Auditor M. E. Libby in accord- 
ance with generally accepted auditing standards applicable in the 
circumstances, and included all procedures which were considered 
necessary. Insofar as could be ascertained within the scope of the 
examination, the financial transactions of the town appear to have 
been appropriately handled, with such exception as may be noted 
in the accompanying Comments. 


Exhibits and Schedules incorporated in this report present the 
result of the financial operations of the town for the period desig- 
nated.

COMMENTS 
TOWN OF WINTERPORT 
February 3, 1949, to February 1, 1950 


An audit has been completed of the financial accounts and trans- 
actions of the Town of Winterport for the municipal year ended 
February 1, 1950. 


SCOPE OF AUDIT 


All receipts issued by the Treasurer for monies received by him 
were checked in detail to the cash book and to the appropriate ac- 
counts in the Selectmen’s ledger. 


A summary of receipts by months was compiled and compared 
with the monthly deposits as shown by the bank statements. This 
analysis indicated that all cash, recorded as received, had been 
promptly deposited in the Merchants National Bank of Bangor. 


The tax commitment book was added and found to be in agree- 
ment with the records of the Assessors and the warrant of commit- 
ment. Cash collections on account of taxes were traced to deposit 
with the Treasurer. Examination of all abatements allowed by the 
Assessors revealed that they carried the written approval of a 
majority of the Board. It was ascertained that the detail of taxes 
receivable was in agreement with the control accounts. 


Tax lien payments and credits were traced to the credit of the 
individual accounts. All tax liens on file were examined. 


Excise tax collections were verified by addition of the copies of 
the receipts which are retained by the Tax Collector. 


Payrolls, invoices, and cancelled checks supporting expenditures 
for the month of September, were examined in detail. It was 
ascertained that the warrants had been approved by a majority of 
the Board of Selectmen and had been properly recorded in the 


ledger. 
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All journal entries were examined and the postings of the same 
were traced to the accounts involved. 


The records of the trust funds were examined in detail. It was 
ascertained that all income had been properly accounted for and 
that the expenditures appeared to have been made in accordance 
with the terms of the bequests. 


Corporate surety bonds furnished by the Treasurer and Tax Col- 


lector and all insurance policies found on file were examined. 


ASSETS 
The cash balance of $15,561.39 at the year end was reconciled 
as follows:

Accounts receivable amounted to $910.98 at January 31, 1950. 
The items, as shown on Schedule A-1, are due from the State of 
Maine, other municipalities, and individuals for various town 
services. 


The 1949 tax commitment of $69,624.12, together with supple- 
mental collections of $376.69, made a total charge to the Collector 
of $70,000.81. Of this amount $57,218.34 was collected, $851.73 
allowed in discounts, and $605.71 abated, leaving $11,325.03 out- 
standing at the year end. 
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In addition to the unpaid accounts of the 1949 tax levy, 
$1,424.62 remained unpaid on prior years’ personal and poll.taxes. 
The supporting detail for all years’ taxes receivable was checked 
and found in agreement with the control accounts. As this detail 
will be published in the annual town report, it is not included in 
this report but is on file with the Department of Audit in Augusta. 
No external verification of unpaid taxes was made at the time of 
this examination. 


Tax liens totaling $3,079.25 were placed on properties during 
the year to secure 1948 real estate taxes. At the year end $38,382.07 
in tax liens remained unredeemed for all years. Liens totaling 
$351.34 were transferred to the tax acquired property account 
during the year under review. 


LIABILITIES 


The $1,000.00 note that matured during the year was paid from 
funds appropriated for that purpose. 


RESERVES 


The balance of the income from the McKenney fund amounting 
to $1,979.56 was reconciled with the bank account. 


The unexpended balances of certain operating accounts carried 
forward to the ensuing year amounted to $2,188.71. The in- 
dividuat account balances are shown on Exhibit D. 


SURPLUS 

The unappropriated surplus, which represents the excess of 
assets over liabilities and reserves, increased $8,126.14 during the 
year. At February 1, 1950, the surplus totaled $31,859.91. A 
complete analysis of the change in this account is presented on 
Exhibit C. 

REVENUE AND EXPENDITURES 

A statement of revenue and expenditures 1s included in this re- 
port which presents a consolidated analysis of the result of opera- 
tions for the current year. This statement reflects a net gain from 
operations of $7,311.97, which has been transferred to the unappro- 
priated surplus account. 
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TRUST FUNDS 
The time deposits representing the investment of the individual 
funds were examined. The income from these funds appeared to 
have been accounted for properly. 


GENERAL 
The 1949 excise tax receipts, numbers 101 to 688, and those for 
1950, numbers 1 to 135, were checked and it was ascertained that 
all collections had been deposited with the Treasurer. 


The overlay of $1,500.08 was within the legal limit of 5% of 
the appropriations plus the State and County taxes. 


Payrolls and invoices submitted by the Superintendent of 
Schools for payment by the Treasurer had been approved by a 
majority of the School Committee. 


Overdrafts were noted in several appropriation accounts, the 
summary of which is shown on Exhibit D. The Attorney General 
has rendered an opinion on this point and it is included for the 
benefit of the municipal officers. 


“The municipal officers are bound by the terms of the 
articles in the warrant calling the meeting providing for 
the expenditure of money. The officers should not spend 
more than the taxpayers appropriated at town meeting, 
unless the statute expressly authorizes an expenditure in 
excess of the appropriation.” 


The provisions of Chapter 84, Section 81 of the Revised Statutes 
of 1944, however, relate to expenditures of monies for highway 
purposes and permit overdrafts in cases of emergencies to the 
extent of 15% of the appropriation.

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REPORT OF THE FIRE DEPARTMENT 


The Fire Department answered a total of 51 calls during the past 
year. This number consisted of 17 chimney fires, 10 grass fires, 4 
flooded oil burners, 7 out of town calls, 3 calls to the town dump, 
and 10 building fires. Out of the ten building fires two were total 
losses, the house owned by Forrest Baker, and a house owned by 
Frank Newey. This does not include the damage done at the Mt. 
Waldo Granite Company, which was classified as an out of town 


eall. 


We purchased the new hose dryer during the year, and have used 
it on several occasions, and find it a great help to the Department. 
Our hose is now in good condition and there should be sufficient for 
the coming year. 


We purchased a new portable pump ; this pump can be carried 
by two men into woods, or to many places where the truck can not 
eo. This pump has already paid for itself several times in the 
amount of property it has saved. For example, through its use we 
were able to save the house that was occupied by Arthur Locke, and 
the barn and other building owned by Frank Newey. This pump 
will pump 90 gallons of water per minute at 60 pounds pressure 
with a 20-foot lift. 


I wish at this time to thank the High and Grammar School boys 
for their help in fighting grass fires. Their help is greatly appreci- 
ated by the members of the department. 
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During the coming year I have hopes of being able to organize a 
Junior Fire Department. I think it will be good for the boys and a 
help to the town in the years to come.

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ANNUAL REPORT OF PUBLIC HEALTH 
NURSING, 1949 


TOWN OF WINTERPORT 


This year it is a pleasure and a satisfaction to report the accom- 
plishments of the Public Health Nursing Service. It is through the 
activities of your Local Health Council that such a well-rounded 
program has been carried out. 


The nurse has visited your town 37 times this year in an effort to 
carry out the functions of a generalized, educational Public Health 
Nursing Service. 


As any effective educational Public Health program is concerned 
with the care of the mother during her pregnancy and the establish- 
ing of the infant in a routine to build good physical and mental 
health, 35 home visits have been made. To assist the mother in 
carrying out a daily program for the child during his pre-school 
years which will equip him with a healthy mind in a healthy body, 
thus enabling him to adjust to his school life and his life in the 


community, 71 home visits have been made. 


In cooperation with the P. T. A., a summer round-up was con- 
ducted. A series of 3 conferences were held. Twenty-seven chil- 
dren who entered school in September attended these conferences. 
They were given a physical examination and immunization to pro- 
tect them against diphtheria, whooping cough, lockjaw and small- 
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pox. Through the efforts of the Local Health Council, monthly 
Child Health Conferences were held. One series of 3 Conferences 
have been completed. Thirty-three infants and pre-school children 
were given physical examinations and immunizations. These Con- 
ferences will be continued during 1950. 


Early in the year the series of immunization clinies in the ele- 
mentary school, which were started in 1948, were completed. 
Thirty-eight children were immunized against diphtheria, 22 
against whooping cough and 36 were given tetanus toxoid for pro- 
tection against lockjaw. ’wo immunization clinics were completed 
in the high school. Twenty-eight pupils were immunized against 
diphtheria, 33 were given tetanus toxoid and 23 were vaccinated 
against smallpox. The Patch test was offered in the high school; 
80 pupils were tested, 13 reacted to the test. The parents of the. 
reactors were given an opportunity to have a chest X-ray at the 
State Diagnostic X-ray Clinic. Two hundred and twenty-one 
audiometer tests to determine the percentage of hearing ability 
were done. Seven pupils were found to have a hearing loss. Eleven 
home visits were made in an effort to secure treatment of physical 
defects. The schools have been visited 10 times, 8 conferences have 
been held with the Superintendent and teachers to discuss the 
health program and individual health problems. 


Specialized services made available to the community were Crip- 
pled Children’s Clinies, Pediatric Clinics, Cardiae Clinies, Mental 
Hygiene Clinics and Chest X-ray Diagnostic Clinics. Nineteen 
persons have been X-raved and 17 home visits have been made in 


interest of the clinic patients. 


Much eredit and appreciation is due the Local Health Council 
for the excellent service they have given the community. It was 
through their efforts that many of the health programs were made 
possible and were carried out so effectively. They have plans for an

even broader health program for the coming year, but those plans 
can only be accomplished if the citizens of the community co-oper- 
ate. Your nurse has attended the four meetings of the Council this 
year and participated in the planning of the health program. 


I would like to take this opportunity to thank the town officials, 
school personnel, doctor, dentist, health officer and members of the 
Health Council for their assistance in making this health program 
available to the community.

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The balance of funds will be used at the February and March 
well-baby conferences. The average cost per child for treatment 
received at the clinics is $1.14 (this does not include dental exami- 
nations). 


Note: The same treatment at the doctor’s office would cost par- 
ents approximately $8.00 per child. 


In addition to the activities mentioned in Mrs. Creamer’s report, 
I should like to bring the following to your attention. Members of 
the Council have weighed and measured all Grammar School 
pupils, and will do this again in the spring. Eighty-one visits have 
been made to homes to acquaint parents with plans for well-baby 
conferences. Fifty-five Grammar School pupils have been given 
dental examinations and plans are being made for the other grades 
to be examined before the close of the school year. 


You will notice that the Council has asked for an increase of 
$75.00 in its appropriations. This is necessary because to date the 
Council has been paying for serums used. According to State law, 
a town is responsible for this expense regardless of whether or not 
there is an active Health Council. 


We trust the Winterport Health Council has proved its value, 
and that you will support the increased appropriation.

A brief study of the above enrollment data shows an obvious 


trend which is nation-wide. No community can escape a propor- 


tional part of the seven million more children crowding into the ele- 


mentary schools of the nation. The increase in the first and second 
grade enrollment is about one-third greater than the average of the 
past ten years. The effect of this increase will be varied and will be 
felt in many different directions—educationally, physically, and 


financially. 


o7 


The average pupil-teacher ratio has risen from 29 to 1 of a year 
ago to the present 32 to 1. As the burden of more children per 
teacher increase the end result is less educational efficiency. Atten- 
tion to individual differences of children suffers since it is impos- 
sible to grant as much time to this phase of instruction when the 
number of children is large. 


From the physical standpoint, the nation-wide enrollment has 
necessitated the construction of thousands of new classrooms. The 
present increase in the lower grades of Winterport are taxing the 
physical capacities to the limit. Several new seats were placed in 
the second grade room when the maximum enrollment during the 
fall term reached a high of 42 children. This trend will follow 
through the grades for several years to come. Even now, there is a 
wvudition in the high school which has arisen from increased num- 
bers of pupils. For a more detailed report on secondary conditions, 
I refer you to Principal Richard Hopkins’ high school report. 


The third phase of the problem facing education today, that ot 
finances, is really the key to the crisis. The teacher shortage, which 
was first experienced about ten years ago, still continues. In fact, 
with the opening of new classrooms to house the influx of children 
the need for teachers in the elementary grades is more acute. With- 
out doubt, the low teacher salaries have been an important factor 
in that young people have not been attracted to the teaching profes- 
sion. Inability to provide the necessary finances on the local level 
has caused delay in construction of necessary classrooms. With 
real property being taxed to the limit, greater assistance for the 
financing of the educational program must be forthcoming from a 


higher level. 


This year the State has paid off its statutory obligations to the 
various school systems at the rate of 91c on the dollar. Unless the 
State meets its obligations for the biennium, an extremely heavy 
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burden will be placed upon the towns this March. A special session 
of the legislature has been called to meet this emergency. 


Computed to the nearest cent, the dollar for elementary and sec- 
ondary maintenance is being expended as follows:

Few changes have taken place in the school faculty. Miss Eliza- 
beth Batchelder of Hampden is teaching the second grade. Mrs. 
Clara Carleton was granted leave of absence. Deep sympathy is 
expressed for Mrs. Carleton during her long illness. After a few 
years of absence, Mrs. Nelson has rejoined the high school faculty 
as teacher of the social studies. Mr. Ermond Lewis, a graduate of 
the University of Maine and a student of the Northern Conserva- 
tory of Music, is supervisor of music in the school union. 


The milk program, sponsored by the P. T. A. for children in the 
grammar school, is proving very successful. During the month of 
January nearly 3,600 bottles of milk were consumed. Much greater 
participation is evidenced than in the former lunch program. The 
reduction in the number of people having soft drinks at school 1s 
one proof of the value of the program from the health standpoint. 


There is need for planning a regular schedule of work on the 
school buildings. It has been several years since the schools have 
been decorated thoroughly. Of course it cannot be done completely 
in one year, but a portion should be done each year to keep them in 
a better general condition. 
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The shingles on the east side of the grammar school need im- 
mediate replacement. The windows in both schools need attention. 
Some exterior painting should be done on the grammar.school, espe- 
cially where it is most weather-beaten. 


These projects are planned for in the budget and yet, the reecom- 
mendations for this year are slightly lower than those of last year. 


In closing, I wish to express my appreciation for the support 


and co-operation you have given the schools of Winterport.

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PRINCIPAL’S REPORT 


Following is my fourth annual report as principal of your high 
school : 


School opened in September with a definite increase in enroll- 
ment. It should be noted that this increase is in the eighth and 
ninth grades. A glance at the class enrollments show 33 in grade 
8, 38 in grade 9, 17 in grade 10, 15 in grade 11 and 24 in grade 12. 
With the classes in the grade schools increasing, and also in Frank- 
fort, it seems likely that the enrollment will continue to rise, and 
will approach 150 within a few years. This increase in enrollment 
leads to several difficulties : 


At the present time the main room is the only room large enough 
to seat the ninth grade, and since this room must be used each 
period for study hall, it creates a difficult situation. The teacher is 
at a disadvantage in trying both to teach and supervise study 
hall, and the students have difficulty in concentrating with a class 
being conducted in the same room. With approximately the same 
size ninth grade expected next year, this problem becomes greater. 
The ever-increasing registration in commercial subjects makes our 
commercial facilities inadequate. At the present time, it is very 
difficult for Mrs. Gould, our commercial teacher, to fit into the 
schedule all people who wish to take typing. A preliminary survey 
shows that 25 of the present ninth grade plan to take the commer- 
cial course next year. The fact that we have only twelve type- 
writers shows the complications here. In addition comes the added 
supplies necessary for the ordinary program of the school. Books, 
paper, desks, etc., must be supplied in increased amounts. 


Although it is not what might be found in the usual annual 
report, I am including this year a summary of our four-year pro- 
eram. I feel that many parents have not known exactly what 
courses are available, and that a copy of this program may help 
them when discussing courses with their children. 
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All students are required to take four years of English, General 
Science, General Math., Biology, Civies, and American History 
during their four years. Broken down into courses, the 1949-50 
program is as follows:

Although we have, as does every school, our share of disciplinary 
problems, the general atmosphere of the school and the attitude of 
the pupils are good. 


Our extra-curricular program is in keeping with a school of our 
size. Fall baseball, boys’ and girls’ basketball, Junior speaking, a 
three-act play, a one-act play contest among the five classes, spring 
baseball, and the year book make up our program. One period a 
week has been given over to films of an educational nature. Since 
we here do not have the funds to have speakers come in to our as- 
semblies as do larger schools, the moving picture provides the best 
medium of making various subjects familiar to the students. 
fravel, phases of industry, and science comprise the bulk of our 
film program. 

In closing, I would like to express my sincere thanks to all those 
who have aided us during the school year. The free use of the 
Town Hall, the donation of cheerleaders’ uniforms by the Patina 
the work of the Health Council, and other services too numerous to 
mention have been greatly appreciated by us, both for their mate- 
rial value and for the knowledge that you were very much inter- 
ested in us. |

upon such terms as shall be satisfactory to said Town Treasurer and 
Selectmen, any debt or debts incurred hereunder to be paid out of 
money raised by taxation during the present municipal year. 


Art. 45. To see if the town will vote to instruct its Selectmen 
not to accept any bills against the town unless it is approved by the 
head of the department of town affairs for which the bill is ren- 
dered and unless the same is in proper form. 


Art. 46. To see if the town will vote to authorize the Selectmen 
and Treasurer of the town to sell and convey in the name of the in- 
habitants of the Town of Winterport, the right, title and interest of 
the town in and to any or all real estate conveyed to the inhabitants 
of the town in proceedings for collection of taxes. 


Art. 47. To see if the town will vote to authorize the Selectmen 
and Treasurer of the town to release and convey in the name of the 
inhabitants of the Town of Winterport, to the owner at the time of 
the assessment of the tax, or to his heirs or assigns, the right, title 
and interest acquired by the town in and to any or all real estate 
conveyed to the inhabitants of the Town of Winterport in proceed- 
ings of collection of taxes, on payment of the amount of debt, inter- 
est and charges due on respective parcels. 
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The Selectmen hereby give notice that they will be in session at 
the Selectmen’s office on Saturday, March 11, from 10:00 to 12 :00 
A. M. and 2:00 to 4:00 P. M. for the purpose of correcting the list 
of voters.
